We  henceforth  shall  feel 
that  our  task  is  a  holler  one  than  heretofore,  if 
possible.  We  are  praying  for  the  grace  to  be 
more  faithful.  What  will  be  the  effect  of  such 
manifest  leading  of  the  Spirit  of  Ood  upon  the 
rank  and  Ale  of  the  brotherhood?  Upon  you, 
my  brother,  my  sister,  who  read  these  lines? 
What  Is  the  lesson  of  it  all?  To  what  duty  does 
It  point? 

The  convention  Interpreted  these  hours  to 
■ueaii  that  Southern  Baptists  ought  within  sixty 
days  to  pay  the  entire  Indebtedness  of  $180,000 
on  the  Foreign  Mission  Board.  There  was  per¬ 
haps  no  such  ununlmity  upon  any  question  which 
was  brought  before  the  convention  as  upon  this, 
that  all  the  forces  of  the  denomination  should 
be  concentrated  for  sixty  days  upou  this  single 
tusk  of  relieving  the  Foreign  Mission  Board  of 
the  debt  which  has  through  so  many  years  been 
hanging  over  It  and  hindering  Its  work.  Dr. 
B.  1).  dray,  corresponding  secretary  of  tho  sister 
board  of  the  convention,  gave  his  endorsement 
to  the  movement  mid  pledged  his  co-operation, 

■  ailing  upon  Southern  Baptists  everywhere  to 
fall  Into  the  campaign  with  idi  heartiness  and

A  QUESTION'  WK  NEED  TO  KAt  E  HQUAHELY.

Don’t  condemn  my  heading  until  you  have 
read  what  I  have  to  say  There  Is  a  meeting  in 
progress  In  a  certain  town.  One  woman's  hua- 
baud  Is  a  Methodist  In  raising  but  believes  In 
baptism  by  Immersion,  but  cau't  understand 
close  communion.  Two  other  women  have 
Methodist  husbands  and  they  are  not  actively 
arAllated  because  they  can't  understand  “close 
communion.”  One  preacher  was  raised  a  Bap¬ 
tist,  but  just  could  not  preach  “close  commun¬ 
ion."  And  on  It  goes.  This  condition  exists  all 
over  the  world.  Thousands  who  In  other  things 
are  Baptists  have  stumbled  and  gone  Into  other 
folds  because  of  "dose  communion,” 

This  fact  Bays  plainly  that  one  of  two  things 
U  true — either  that  “close  communion"  Is  not 
plainly  Scriptural,  or  else  that  Baptists  have 
failed  to  make  their  p  sltlon  Serlpturally  plain. 
We  cannot  consistently  deny  this.  It  Is  a  mere 
begging  the  question  to  lay  the  blame  at  the 
door  of  others  and  say  they  will  not  look  at  It 
rightly.  Plenty  of  good,  sensible,  honest  men 
and  women  love  God  and  want  to  do  Ills  will, 
but  honestly  stumble  over  “close  communion." 
Where  does  tho  blame  lie?  Has  God  required 
the  observance  of  an  ordinance  and  failed  to 
make  plain  In  Ills  Word  how  to  observe  It?  Has 
He  left  a  requirement  so  obscurely  presented 
that  Ills  people  cannot  see  clearly  Just  how  to 
do  what  He  requires?  Or  are  Baptists  to  blame 
for  oIhh  urlng  (ho  plain  Bible  facts  hy  their  own 
teachings  and  Inconsistent  practice?  I  say,  be¬ 
cause  I  ($r inly  believe  It,  the  blame  for  all  of 
(lie  confusion  rests  on  Baptists.  "Close  com 
niunlon"  Is  right.  It  Is  strictly  Scriptural,  hut 
Baptists  are  ns  clear  ns  mud  In  their  presents 
lion  and  defense  of  the  doctrine,  niul  as  liicon- 
slalent  In  their  observance  of  It  as  Pcilubaptlata 
are  In  their  observance  of  haptlaiu 

This  Is  a  niam  charge,  lull  It  Is  true,  as  prov 
nil  hy  the  fait  that  people  who  waul  lo  under 
stand  utir  position  can’t  do  It  Aa  to  the  last 
point  named  (the  ohaervaine  of  the  rile)  sonic 
few  Haptisls  observe  It  every  week,  some  every 
month,  tome  every  three  months,  some  twice  s 
year,  anil  a  few  once  u  year.  Home  Invite  "all 
members  of  sister  churches  present,  who  know 
themselves  to  lie  In  good  standing  In  thnlr  own 
churches;"  some  give  no  Invitation  at  all,  ami 
some  apologise  for  not  Inviting,  etc.  Now  If 
that  Is  not  contemptibly  Inconsistent  In  a  great 
denomination,  and  enough  to  he  doubly  confus¬ 
ing  to  others,  those  who  see  It  otherwise  ran 
explain  It  Is  Just  that  way  to  mo. 

If  there  Is  any  loss  to  people  who  go  Into 
other  churches,  and  In  tome  things  never  obey 
their  Isjrd,  or  do  something  for  obedience  con¬ 
trary  to  the  teachings  of  Ills  Word  bocause  they 
cannot  understand  “dose  communion,"  we.  as 
Baptists,  muBt  bear  the  blame.  Were  we  a  unit 
In  practice  In  observing  the  Lord's  Supper,  and 
taught  Just  the  Scripture  facts  about  the  sup¬ 
per  and  followed  strictly  tho  Word  as  It  Is.  peo¬ 
ple  could  not  misunderstand  our  position  and 
could  see  clearly  why  we  are  “close  communlon- 
ists." 

The  Scripture  fac  ts  concerning  the  supper  are 
these:  First,  the  supper  was  Instituted  by  our 
Lord  Jesus  the  night  before  He  was  betrayed, 
at  the  close  of  the  observance  of  the  passover 
meal,  without  one  word  about  ever  changing  the 
time  of  Its  celebration,  and  all  know  that  the 
passover  was  an  ordinance  to  be  observed  but 
once  a  year,  and  at  the  same  time  of  the  year 
Second,  the  supiier  was  positively  said  by  Christ 
to  be  In  remembrance  of  Himself,  therefore,  a 
memorial  celebration.  Just  as  the  passover  was. 
and  all  know  that  God's  rule  for  observing  all 
memorials  and  types  was  to  celebrate  them  an 
nually.  Had  Jesus  Intended  for  this  rule  to  be 
changed  He  was  under  obligation  tc  say  sy  when 
Ho  established  the  now  rule.  Ills  perfect  si¬ 
lence  on  that  point  shows  clearly  that  He  did 
not  Intend  any  change  of  the  rule.  But  Baptist* 
have  (  hanged  It.  Just  as  surely  as  Rome  changed 
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the  observance  of  baptism.  If  we  have  not. 
please  show  the  Scripture  directing  the  change. 
Third.  It  Is  a  fact  beyond  question  that  Jesus 
never  invited  any  one  to  partake  of  the  new  In¬ 
stitution,  not  even  His  mother,  nor  the  man  in 
whose  house  He  instituted  it;  neither  did  He 
even  Intimate  that  He  ever  wanted  His  people 
to  Invite  anybody  when  celebrating  the  rite.  And 
1  say  it,  knowing  what  I  say,  there  Is  not  the 
hint  of  an  Invitation  to  be  found  in  all  the  Scrip¬ 
tures  for  any  one  to  partake  of  the  supper. 
Paul's  statement,  “Let  a  man  examine  himself 
and  ho  let  him  eat,”  was  not  an  Inv  itation  at  all, 
hut  Instruction  given  to  a  church  which  he  was 
i  nrrerting  for  wrongly  observing  the  ordinance. 
Hut  llaptlstB  have  been  inviting  for  years  and 
years.  Fourth,  It  is  u  fact  that  In  every  mention 
of  the  Lord's  supper.  unleHs  Acts  2:42  refers  to 
It.  which  I  seriously  doubt,  there  Is  In  the  con¬ 
nection  a  mention  of  the  passover.  In  Acta 
20:6,  Just  before  the  eating  at  Troas,  there  Is 
mention  of  "the  days  of  unleavened  bread."  If 
you  will  take  time  to  turn  from  this  to  Numbers 
It  4-11,  you  will  see  that  (lod  directed  that  If 
i  millions  prevented  the  celebration  of  passover 
In  Its  season,  those  so  prevented  should  oat  It 
the  fourteenth  day  of  the  next  month.  Head 
carefully  Acts  20  nnd  you  will  see  that  .the  cel¬ 
ebration  al  Troas  came  easily  within  Hod's  rule. 
Paul  was  separated  from  his  band  of  workers  at 
the  time  to  keep  the  feast,  but  sailed  to  meet 
them  some  time  after  the  days  df  "unleavened 
bread"  nnd  came  to  them  In  live  days,  stayed  with 
them  seven  days,  then  celebrated  that  supper, 
whatever  II  was  It  Is  not  certain  that  It  was 
the  Lord's  supper,  but  If  It  was  the  observance 
conllrmi  the  fact  that  the  celebration  of  the 
supper  was  governed  by  the  same  rule  Hint  gov¬ 
erned  In  the  keeping  of  passover,  llead  also  I 
Cor.  t,  10  and  II,  all  of  the  other  places  In 
which  the  Lord's  supper  Is  directly  mentioned, 
and  you  will  dud  that  there  Is  direct  relereiuo 
to  passover  In  each  chapter.  These  facts  are 
v •  c v  slgnlfli  ant.  especially  as  the  Kplstle  lo  Cor 
luthlans  was  written  to  Qeutllaa 

If  Acts  1:41  referred  lo  the  land's  supper, 
there  Is  nothing  In  It  lo  even  Indicate  I  hut  Hod's 
rule  for  observing  memorials  should  be  changed. 
The  Ails  were  written  about  A.  It  ,  lift,  and  the 
slalement  In  1:41  Is  nothing  bnl  Hie  statement 
<  f  a  hlalorle  fact,  without  the  least  I  n  1 1  tun  t  loti 
how  often  they  "broke  broad."  These  are  all 
of  Ihc  fails  there  are  In  the  (tcrlpturna  about  oh 
serving  Ihe  Lord's  gupper,  suit  tlioy  are  as  plain 
and  simple  aa  If  written  for  children,  but  we 
have  disregarded  them  lo  the  confusion  of 
thousands. 

Had  llaptlsla  followed  Ihe  Hcrlpturo*  In  re- 
gnril  to  Ihc  supper,  as  they  have  In  regard  to 
hiil’tlem.  and  stopped  right  where  ftio  Scriptures 
stopped,  there  rould  have  been  no  confusion. 
There  never  was,  so  far  as  the  roeord  shows,  any 
misunderstanding  about  how  often  to  keep  the 
passover.  or  pentecoet,  or  the  feast  of  atone¬ 
ment.  or  the  feast  of  tabernacles,  bocauso  they 
went  by  God's  rule  and  observed  them  all  Just 
once  a  year  each. 

Recently  I  read  an  article  on  the  ford's  sup¬ 
per  In  which  Ihe  writer  used  that  old  hackneyed, 
dodglng-the-questlon  statement,  "If  you  will  be 
baptized,  we  will  Invite  you  to  eai  with  us.” 
There  is  not  one  solitary  Scripture  for  such  a 
statement.  There  Is  not  Hie  slightest  hint  that 
all  o  fthe  properly  baptized  should  be  Invited 
to  eat  the  supper  when  celebrated  Grant  that 
right,  baptism  should  precede  observing  the  sup¬ 
per,  which  I  believe  from  the  order  or  the  com¬ 
mission.  there  Is  positively  no  reference  to  surh 
thing  In  the  Scriptures  We  have  hHt  one  au¬ 
thoritative  thing  to  go  by  In  eelebratlng  the  or¬ 
dinance,  and  that  thing  is  the  Institution  of  the 
rite  as  given  bv  Matthew,  Mark  and  Luke 
Kvery  after  mention  of  the  supper  Is  either  in¬ 
cidental  or  correetlvo.  with  no  particulars  given 
of  how,  or  how  often  It  was  observed.  Raul's 
statement,  "as  often  as  you  eat,"  etc.,  was  not 
telling  them  how  often  to  keep  the  ordinance, 
but  correcting  the  aims*'  of  It  We  may  he  sure 
that  he  who  said,  “Follow  mo  aH  I  follow 


The  Southern  Baptist  Convention  of  1916  is 
now  a  matter  of  history,  and  In  many  respects 
great  history  for  Southern  Baptists. 

There  was  throughout  the  convention  a  de¬ 
termined  effort  to  “think  things  together." 
while  at  the  same  time  there  was  a  fixed  pur¬ 
pose  to  break  up  the  old  forms  of  thought  Into 
which  the  convention  had  fallen. 

What  was  done  in  Asheville  means  progress 
only  If  the  powers  at  work  are  rightly  and  wise¬ 
ly  directed.  When  a  turtle  gets  too  large  for  his 
shell,  there  Is  going  to  be  an  uncomfortable  sit¬ 
uation  and  one  of  threo  things  must  happen: 
The  turtle  Is  golug  to  become  dwarfed,  or  burst 
Ills  shell,  or  grow  a  bigger  shell.  The  last 
means  progress.  8r>  It  Is  with  Ihe  Houthern 
Buptlst  Convention.  It  Is  either  going  to  dwin¬ 
dle  In  efficiency  and  powor,  or  broak  up  Its 
present  organization  which  will  mean,  If  radi¬ 
cally  done,  death  to  our  co-operative  work,  or 
It  la  going  to  grow  an  organisation  sufficiently 
big  nnd  bread  to  direct  all  of  Its  Inherent  pow¬ 
ers  and  forces.  The  last  means  progress,  and 
the  wisest  heads  of  our  Houthern  /Ion  should  be 
given  to  the  task  of  dlraclltig  affairs  so  that 
this  may  be  nccumpllahed.

The  centripetal  Influent  os 
would  drag  us  Into  cccleslasllclstn  without  the 
rentrlfugsl  forces,  and  the  centrifugal  forces 
would  hurl  us  Into  Individualism  of  such  s  na¬ 
ture  that  co-operation  would  be  Impossible  If  II 
were  not  for  the  centripetal  force*.  Hence,  Bap¬ 
tists'  safety  lies  In  the  proper  blending  of  these 
two  farces  In  our  denominational  life.  Individ¬ 
ualism  must  be  brought  Into  co-operation  and 
ce-operatlon  must  be  kept  out  of  eccleslastlelsm. 

To  a  careful  observer  it  would  probably  seem 
that  Southern  Baptists  have  not  definitely  Jo- 
cated  their  trouble.  They  feel  that  something  is 
the  matter  with  the  machinery  of  the  denomina¬ 
tion,  at  least  something  is  the  matter  with  the 
work,  and  the  easiest  thing  In  the  world  Is  to 
charge  It  up  to  the  machinery  and  the  most  nat¬ 
ural  thing  to  begin  tinkering  with  the  machinery. 
But  Is  that  our  trouble,  and  will  any  modiflea- 


Christ,"  would  never  have  changed  the  rule 
sanctioned  by  His  Lord. 

All  that  we  need  to  do  to  clear  the  mist,  and 
to  show  that  “close  communion"  is  strictly 
Scriptural.  Is  to  quit  our  promiscuous.  Inconsis¬ 
tent,  often-tlmes-a-year  celebration  of  the  sup¬ 
per  and  keep  It  In  Its  season,  onee  a  year,  s  - 
cording  to  God's  own  rule  for  memorial  rite*. 
There  can  be  no  objection  to  following  strictly 
the  example  of  our  Lord. 

The  confusion  about  baptism  Is  from  a  dif¬ 
ferent  cause.  1  may  touch  on  that.

Tome  of  our  brethren  outsjde  the  State  and 
perhaps  some  inside  do  not  seem  to  realize  the 
pressing  and  distressing  burden  of  debt  that  we 
ate  carrying  In  our  own  herders.  A  large  part 
of  the  endowment  subscriptions  to  Mississippi 
College  remain  unpaid.  A  large  amount  sub¬ 
scribed  to  the  Mississippi  Haptist  Hospital  is  yet 
to  he  collected.  The  Memphis  Hospital  is  now 
making  an  active  canvass  for  a  new  building. 
The  Education  Commission  representative.  Dr. 
W.  E.  Farr,  is  pushing  every  opportunity  for 
l  aying  the  1 100,000  debt  on  Woman's  College 
and  Clarke  College.  There  are  some  brethren 
who  are  personally  responsible  for  thousands 
of  dollars  of  this  debt,  which  If  they  should  be 
required  to  pay  would  leave  them  in  hopeless 
financial  ruin.  They  have  gotten  under  these 
debts  for  the  sake  of  the  denomination  in  Mis¬ 
sissippi  and  its  work.  vWe  are  in  every  way 
bound  to  come  to  their  relief  and  that  in  the 
next  few  months.  Mississippians  are  going  to 
help  pay  the  debt  on  the  Foreign  and  Home 
Hoards,  but  it  will  take  more  than  sixty  days 
to  do  It. 

COMBINING  THE  BOARDS. 

This  was  one  of  the  livest  questions  at  the 
convention  and  will  be  for  some  time  to  come. 
These  remarks  are  written  while  it  is  fresh  in 
many  minds  and  while  the  forre  of  the  reasons 
given  may  be  better  appreciated.  The  matter 
came  close  to  a  vote  at  Asheville  and  It  appeared 
that  If  a  vote  had  been  taken  the  boards  would 
have  been  consolidated.  But  all  recognize  that 
there  are  preliminary  steps  necessary  and  that 
It  will  take  time  to  bring  It  about.  For  this  rea¬ 
son  the  committee  was  continued  and  authorized 
to  come  to  definite  recommendation  by  January 
first,  IU17.  publish  their  recommendation  in  the 
denominational  papers  and  report  the  matter  for 
the  action  of  the  convention  at  Its  meeting  next 
May  in  New  Orleans.  The  committee  is  com¬ 
posed  largely  of  conservative  men  and  It  Is  al¬ 
together  possible  that  there  will  be  a  majority 
and  a  minority  report. 

The  Baptist  Record  has  regarded  this  matter 
as  open  to  question  and  debate,  not  knowing 
what  developments  would  show  to  be  wise  for 
the  convention  to  do.  We  are  not  set  to  decide 
things  for  others,  but  we  have  come  to  the  point 
of  decision  for  ourselves  and  state  It  and  the 
reasons  for  It  for  the  consideration  of  all  who 
are  interested.  We  believe  that  it  is  In  the  In¬ 
terest  of  the  work  and  all  who  are  concerned  in 
It  that  the  Horae  and  Foreign  Boards  should  be 
combined  and  If  practicable  that  the  Sunday 
S'  bool  Board  should  be  Included  In  the  combi¬ 
nation.  as  it  probably  will  be  In  the  end.  The 
first  ground  for  the  combination  of  the  two  mis¬ 
sion  boards  Is  In  the  conditions  that  developed 
at  the  convention.  It  was  evidently  a  delicate 
mailer  to  Adjust  (he  balances  equitably  between 
them  III  giving  both  proper  and  fair  considers- 
Hon.  Both  had  debts,  but  there  was  no  lime 
or  thought  given  to  that  of  the  Hume  Hoard.  To 
he  sure  theirs  was  not  so  large  or  of  so  long 
■landing,  hut  the  difference  In  consideration  was 
due  to  the  fai  t  lliut  the  Foreign  Board  caine  first 
on  the  program  mere  than  to  anything  else.  If 
the  order  had  been  reversed.  It  would  have  been 
altogether  different.  Anybody  who  make*  a 
program  know*  that.  This  condition  is  Inevita¬ 
ble  and  perpetual  as  long  us  we  have  two  boards. 
To  be  sure  the  secretaries  were  every  way  cour¬ 
teous  and  considerate  of  each  other,  but  there 
Is  no  need  that  all  our  nervous  energies  should 
be  consumed  In  preserving  the  proprieties. 
Stock  men  tell  us  that  some  kinds  of  feed  re¬ 
quire  all  a  cow's  energies  to  digest  It  and  there 
is  nothing  left  to  make  flesh  and  fat.  Let  us 
make  a  condition  W  here  we  can  put  all  our  en¬ 
ergies  Into  doing  mission  work  and  not  have  to 
be  trying  to  keep  things  running  smooth.  This 
reason  is  more  far-reaching  In  Its  application 
than  to  the  conditions  that  arise  during  the  ses¬ 
sions  of  the  convention. 


Again,  the  continuance  of  a  board  for  an  in 
definite  time  In  the  same  place  is  likely  to  pro¬ 
duce  conditions  which  do  n  :t  make  for  the  high 
est  efficiency  In  the  work.  Personal  consider.! 
tlouB  and  local  environment  sometimes  enter  too 
largely  In  determining  policies  or  may  stand  In 
the  way  of  the  widest  vision  and  the  wisest  and 
freest  action.  We  need  not  be  more  specific, 
but  that  brethren  have  been  at  times  Influenced 
by  personalties,  or  the  lack  of  them,  is  not  un¬ 
known  even  in  Zion.  There  are  sometimes  rea¬ 
sons  for  the  resignation  of  a  pastor,  because  of 
conditions  that  have  crystalized  about  him.  lie 
has  done  excellent  work,  but  conditions  now 
make  it  possible  for  better  work  to  be  done  by 
someone  else.  An  entire  change  In  the  constitu 
tlon  of  a  board  might  relieve  conditions  or  loose 
new  energies  for  service  In  the  kingdom  which 
had  been  tied  up  or  undiscovered.  There  are 
other  reasons  but  this  may  suffice  for  the  pres¬ 
ent. 

Now  if  it  is  done,  and  we  believe  there  will  be 
a  reorganization  of  our  boards,  there  are  some 
things  that  ought  to  be  embraced  In  the  change 
or  the  last  state  Is  likely  to  be  worse  than  the 
first.  The  thing  that  Is  of  most  concern  Is  that 
the  board  shall  be  really  representative.  Tbe 
only  way  to  Insure  this  is  to  have  a  board  com¬ 
posed  chiefly  cf  representatives  from  each  state 
As  It  Is.  we  have  one  representative  from  each 
slate,  but  they  /ire  In  the  minority  and  cannot 
control  the  policies  of  the  board.  It 'Would  be 
Just  to  have  one  representative  from  each  state 
and  an  additional  representative  for  a  definite 
amount  given  for  missions.  Or  If  the  financial 
basis  is  objectionable,  one  additional  represent¬ 
ative  may  be  put  on  the  board  (or  each  60,000 
Baptists  in  tbe  territory.  Brethren  will  be 
working  at  the  problem  and  there  Is  no  objec¬ 
tion  to  everybody's  working. 

THINKING  OF  SELF. 

There  Is  need  for  a  little  sermon  on  tbe  time¬ 
ly  text  in  the  twelfth  chapter  of  Romans.  "I  say 
to  every  man  among  you.  not  to  think  of  him¬ 
self  more  highly  than  he  ought  to  think."  it 
must  be  of  universal  application  and  point  to  a 
universal  weakness  and  need,  by  Paul's  direct¬ 
ing  his  remarks  to  "every  man  among  you."  The 
church  there  in  Rome  was  probably  not  excep¬ 
tional  in  that  time  nor  in  this  particular  differ¬ 
ent  from  our  own.  though  there  are  special  oc¬ 
casions  that  call  fofth  this  voice  of  warning 
AltenlRta  have  discovered  perhaps  not  a  new  dis¬ 
ease  but  a  new  name  for  an  ancient  malady 
when  they  speak  of  that  particular  kind  of  In¬ 
sanity  designated  as  "exaggerated  ego."  Our 
fathers  had  an  equally  expressive  if  less  euphe¬ 
mistic  name  for  It  when  they  deacrlbed  It  as 
"swelled  head."  A  swelled  head  Is  like  a  swol 
len  toe  -It  Is  sure  to  be  sensitive  and  sure  to 
be  struck  by  everything  that  comes  along.  This 
I*  the  occasion  of  touchiness  and  la  attended  or 
closely  followed  by  "brain-storms."  It  la  a  pit¬ 
iful  situation  when  one  becomes  affilctod  with 
tills  lisranola,  which  Is  the  (irn«k  word  for  one's 
being  beside  himself. 

Hut  Paul  probably  had  In  mind  not  so  much 
the  over-estimate  of  one'i  person  a*  an  exag¬ 
gerated  conception  of  hia  office  and  work, 
and  (hat  work,  too,  In  tha  very  kingdom  of  God 
This  application  nf  the  warning  would  seem  to 
be  Indliatcd  by  the  Immediate  context  and  the 
exhortations  that  follow,  which  hava  reference 
to  the  particular  work  that  a  Christian  la  called 
to  perform  and  the  position  he  Is  supposed  to 
fill.  Sonm  will  be  exhorters,  other*  teacher*, 
othor*  givers,  others  rulers,  others  special  min 
isters  to  the  suffering  and  needy  and  so  on 
Each  one  Is  to  give  himself  to  that  particular 
work  fbr  which  he  Is  qualified  by  the  Spirit.  And 
so  there  are  two  exhortations:  each  Is  to  dc 
vote  himself  to  his  own  work,  and  yet  each  Is 
to  lie  careful  that  he  does  not  think  his  work 
is  the  only  one  worth  while.  He  must  not  think 
exclusively  of  his  work  but  of  It  as  a  part  of  the 
whole  work  of  the  kingdom.  If  one  thinks  onl 
of  his  own  w  rk  and  does  not  consider  it  as  i 
part  of  a  great  whole,  he  soon  finds  himself  out 
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of  sympathy  with  the  work  generally  and  him¬ 
self  and  his  work  marooned.  Isolated  and  Inef¬ 
fective.  A  choir  leader  may  become  so  absorbed 
In  his  particular  service  as  to  lose  connection 
with  the  other  parts  of  the  worship  and  destroy 
Ills  own  usefulness.  A  Sunday.  School  superin¬ 
tendent  may  think  only  of  his  office  till  it  ceases 
to  lie  helpfully  udjusted  to  the  general  work  of 
the  church.  The  preacher  himself  may  be  so 
Intent  on  his  sermon  as  to  fail  to  make  It  of  the 
greatest  use  by  adjusting  all  the  parts  of  the 
ervice.  I-et  no  iiikii  think  of  himself  mure  high¬ 
ly  than  he  ought  to  thluk  but  so  to  think  as  to 
think  soberly  according  as  God  hath  dealt  to 
each  one  a  measure  of  faith.  For  even  as  we 
have  many  Hiemlier*  In  one  body  and  all  the 
members  have  not  the  same  office1;  so  we.  who 
are  many  are  one  body  In  Christ,  and  severally 
members  one  of  another. 

Hut  the  application  of  this  principle  is  more 
far-reaching  than  the  local  church.  The  activi¬ 
ties  of  the  kingdom  necessitate  the  division  of 
the  work  Into  many  parts  and  among  many 
workers.  One  man  will  be  specially  charged 
with  an  orphanage;  another  has  a  hospital,  an¬ 
other  a  mission  held,  another  a  college.  "|'hcsc 
again  are  subdivided  and  special  work  commit¬ 
ted  to  one  and  to  anothr.  It  Is  right  for  those 
to  give  themselves  to  their  special  form  of  min¬ 
istering,  but  It  Is  never  right  and  safe  for  one 
to  think  that  his  work  Is  advanced  at  the  ex- 
i>ense  of  some  other.  To  Injure  another  or  al- 
!(  w  it  to  be  Injured  Is  to  injure  myself,  to  de¬ 
stroy  the  Christian  spirit  of  brotherhood  and 
from  being  magnanimous  to  become  pusllanl- 
mous.  To  help  another  Is  to  make  my  own 
spirit  grow,  fo  co-operate  with  another  is  to  en¬ 
large  the  bond  of  brotherhood  and  develop  bro¬ 
therly  love.  Furthermore  it  is  to  advertise  well 
my  own  work  and  give  It  the  most  favorable  con¬ 
sideration  In  the  minds  of  others.  To  confine 
one's  Interest  to  his  own  immediate  task  Is  to 
love  not  Christ  and  His  cause  but  one’s  self  and 
the  name  of  success  for  one’s  own  scheme.  It 
Is  as  reprehensible  to  suffer  from  official  as  per¬ 
sonal  paranoia.  This  Is  the  commandment  to 
those  who  love  God  that  they  love  their  brethren 
also,  and  the  commandment  is  that  we  love  our 
neighbor  as  ourselves. 


COMMENCEMENTS  ST  CLINTON 


Three  commencements  at  Clinton  came  to  a 
,  close  on  Tuesday  night  with  the  alumni  banquet 
of  Mississippi  College.  On  Tuesday  morning. 
Captain  W.  T.  Katllff  made  a  few  remarks  In 
pronouncing  the  session  at  an  end.  He  has  been 
president  of  the  board  of  trustees  for  forty-four 
years  and  spoke  of  the  class  of  1917  as  the  llen- 
Jamln  of  the  family.  President  Provlne  handed 
diplomas  to  twenty-eight  young  men  this  year 
and  also  three  others  who  had  taken  the  A.  M. 
degree  after  finishing  the  regular  college  work 
A  good  many  had  "distinction"  on  their  di¬ 
plomas  and  It  was  good  to  note  that  a  number 
of  young  preachers  were  among  them  The  hon¬ 
orary  degree  of  1,1,.  !>,  was  conferred  on  Mr. 
Alfred  Hum*,  vice-chancellor  of  tbs  University 
of  Mississippi;  the  degree  of  I).  I),  upon  llev. 
•I.  H  flavin,  of  Corinth;  J,  L.  Vlpperman,  of  Co¬ 
lumbus,  and  O.  It.  Ilutler,  of  Hesumont,  Texas. 

The  baccalaureate  address  was  delivered  by 
an  honored  alumnus  of  the  college,  Mr.  Vernon 
l>  Howe,  who  held  a  large  congregation  en¬ 
thralled  for  the  better  part  of  an  hour  with  the 
subject,  "Mind,  the  World's  Motive  Power." 
His  splendid  physique  Is  matched  by  his  mind, 
ai  d  the  address  was  frequently  punctuated  with 
applause.  The  contests  for  medals  was  good  all 
the  way  through,  beginning  with  the  academy 
students  and  ending  with  the  juniors  The 
medals  were  won  by  M  K  Kaylor  In  the  acad¬ 
emy.  by  Mr.  Hoyle  In  the  Freshman  class,  Mr. 
Peebles  In  the  Sophomore  and  Mr.  Wright  in  the 
Junior  Dr.  Provlne  announced  that  the 
academy  had  been  abolished  by  the  board  of 
trustec-s  and  henceforth  the  work  will  tie  strict¬ 
ly  college  work,  special  arrangements  to  be 
made  for  some  whose  course  needs  evening  up. 


Also  a  fee  of  $5.00  for  each  student  will  be 
charged  hereafter  for  physical  training.  Ar¬ 
rangements  will  be  made  for  a  thorough  can¬ 
vass  this  aunimer  to  secure  a  larger  attendance 
next  scsslort. 

The  Hillman  commencement  was  beautiful,  of 
course,  eleven  young  ladies  beautifully  “dolled 
i  P  beg  pardon,  parnplici-Bullard  —  received 
fourteen  diplomas  at  the  hands  of  President 
Lowrey,  who  announced  the  faculty  complete 
for  next  year,  with  Mr.  M.  P.  L.  Berry  as  bus¬ 
iness  manager.  The  address  was  by  Rev.  W.  M. 
Bostick,  who  spoke  to  the  subject.  "The  Power 
cf  An  Ideal,"  stimulating  the  ambition  of  his 
hearers  by  Illustration  and  example.

The  baccalaureate  sermon  for  Mississippi  Col¬ 
lege  was  preached  Sunday  morning  by  Rev.  R.

The  beautiful  spirit  I  saw  running  through  It 
all  was  the  co-operation  of  the  parents  In  teach¬ 
ing  the  children  to  give  for  themselves,  by  giv¬ 
ing  au  opportunity  to  earn  this  money. 

We  are  very  much  gratified  with  the  number 
of  names  on  our  Dollar  Club  list.  We  are  also 
grateful  for  the  number  who  attempted  to  earn 
a  dollar  and  failed:  many  of  them  earned  as 
much  as  fifty  cents.  leaders  tell  them  the^torv 
of  the  widow's  mite.  We  are  planning  for  an¬ 
other  Honor  Roll  for  State  missions  soon.  Let 
us  all  join  in. 

Mountain  Schools. 

By  a  Student. 

During  the  last  month  more  than  5,000  boys 
and  girls  haxc  gone  out  from  the  thirty-four 
mountain  schools  of  the  Southern  Baptist  Con¬ 
vention.  Quite  a  number  of  these  have  been 
seniors,  who  will  go  to  college,  while  some 
will  enter  the  active  duties  of  life,  and  others 
will  return  for  continued  study,  but  in  every 
case  these  boys  and  girls  will  be  a  blessing  to 
the  world.  Every  year  hundreds  of  mountain 
youths  receive  a  vision  of  the  higher  life  in  these 
schools. 

It  Is  the  commencement  season  and  it  Is 
about  the  closing  exercises  In  onex^f  the  moun¬ 
tain  schools  that  we  wish  to  tell  you.  Fruit- 
land  Institute  Is  situated  three  miles  from  the 
crest  of  the  Blue  Ridge  mountains  of  North  Car¬ 
olina.  It  is  seven  miles  from  Hendersonville 
and  twenty  miles  from  Asheville,  In  the  heart 
of  the  beautiful  "Land  of  the  Sky."  The  com¬ 
mencement  is  over  and  the  school  hill,  once  so 
full  of  life.  Is  now  almost  deserted.  The  bac¬ 
calaureate  sermon  was  preached  by  Dr.  H.  \V 
Provence,  of  the  faculty  of  Furman  I'nlverslty, 
formerly  of  Mississippi  College.  The  music  re¬ 
cital  and  the  musical  part  of  the  program 
throughout'  was  conducted  by  Miss  Elizabeth 
Kethley;  of  Clinton.  Miss.  The  oratorical  and 
expression  contests  were  good,  but  we  shall  n'  t 
go  Into  detail  concerning  these.  At  the  close 
of  the  class  day  exercises,  the  twenty-throe 
members  of  the  senior  class,  together  with  the 
large  audience,  gathered  around  the  main  en¬ 
trance  to  the  new  administration  building  to 
see  the  stars  and  stripes  hoisted  to  the  flag 
staff,  where  it  will  call  forth  the  loyalty  of  pa¬ 
triotic  souls  for  years  to  come.  No  school  is 
more  hles“ed  than  Frultlnnd  In  the  loyalty  of 
Its  alumni.  The  alumni  breakfast  xvas  served 
In  the  dining  room  of  the  girls’  home  the  last 
morning  of  commencement.  The  commencement 


sermon  was  delivered  by  Dr  Cslvln  It  Waller, 
of  Asheville,  who  Is  now  host  of  the  Southern 
Baptist  Convention.  Ills  address  on  "Grass¬ 
hoppers  or  Giants"  was  a  great  appeal  for 
greater  lives.  One  boy  who  was  discouraged 
and  thinking  about  giving  up  the  quest,  could 
not  think  of  giving  up  after  such  an  address 
This  was  the  general  Impression.  After  the  di¬ 
plomas  and  medals  were  presented,  the  good¬ 
byes  were  said  and  the  boys  and  girls  began  to 
leave  for  their  homes,  here  and  there  over  a 
radius  of  a  hundred  miles  or  mere 

Dr.  Fred  F.  Brown,  of  Sherman.  Texas,  In 
writing  about  the  mountain  schools,  called  them 
"the  power  houses  of  the  mountains."  Cer¬ 
tainly  they  are  doing  a  wonderful  work  under 
the  superintendency  of  Dr.  A.  E.  Brown.  An 
alumnus  of  our  own  school,  while  conducting 
the  chapel  exercises  recently,  said.  "Frultland 
Institute  la  more  than  a  school."  It  ministers 
to  the  physical,  Intellectual  and  spiritual  needs 
of  Its  students.  The  school  feels  that  It  has 
fulled  If  a  .boy  or  girl  goes  out  from  Its  walls 
who  does  not  know  Jesus  Christ  as  Lord  and 
Master  of  a  surrendered  life.  It  is  dedicated  to 
the  high  purpose  not  only  of  thorough  scholar¬ 
ship,  but  the  development  of  Christian  charac¬ 
ter . 

"Give  us  men  to  match  our  mountains.” 

Now, 

You  remember  as  a  child  how  after  some  as¬ 
signed  work  was  done  you  would  rush  Into  your 
mother's  presence  and  fairly  breathless  you 
would  exclaim,  "Now!"  and  hold  out  your  hand 
for  the  promised  reward.  Life  is  just  child¬ 
hood  In  pr-e.’ ress  and  so  as  one  duty  Is  finished 
we  mission  workers  rush  into  the  presence  of 
the  Great  Missionary  and  exclaim,  "Now!"  as 
we  hold  out'  our  hands  for  His  next  evidenoe  of 
trust  in  us. 

The  past  year's  work  closed  April  30.  We 
are  now  In  the  midst  of  our  new  responsibilities. 
It  is  not  so  important  just  how  well  we  did  last 
year's  work,  but  It  is  tremendously  Important 
what  we  do  with  the  year  before  us.  It  Is  truly 
"The  Imperative  Now."  Perhaps  no  better  way 
to  begin  will  be  found  than  to  study  the  meas¬ 
uring  rod  which  ia  the  W.  M.  C.  Standard  of 
Excellence.  This  with  the  resolutions  and  new 
ideas  coming  from  the  May  meeting  In  Ashe¬ 
ville  will  form  a  splendid  basis  for  the  plan  of 
work  in  each  organization  It  will  be  seen  In 
the  standard  that  honor  cometh  to  those  who 
study  much,  give  proportionately,  help  others 
and  pray  believing.  In  the  Union  Year  Book, 
a  free  ropy  of  which  will  be  sent  to  each  society 
early  In  July,  many  helpful  suggestions  as  to 
methods  arid  Ideals  will  be  found. 

Another  help  will  also  be  found  In  attendance 
upon  and  in  reading  the  reports  from  the  var¬ 
ious  missionary  assemblies  which  are  held  all 
over  the  South  each  summer.  Alaioat  every  one 
of  the  states  In  the  Southern  Baptist  Convention 
has  h  summer  assembly  and  some  have  two  or 
more  In  different  parts  of  the  State.  Write  to 
your  W.  M.  U.  headquarters  for  information  as 
to  the  dates  and  programs  and  try  to  have  your 
society  represented.  From  the  same  address 
information  may  be  had  concerning  the  student 
conferences  and  missionary  assemblies  In  Blue 
Ridge.

Mountain  Schools. 


By  a  Student. 

During  the  last  month  more  than  5,000  hoys 
and  girls  have  gone  out  from  the  thirty-four 
mountain  schools  of  the  Southern  Baptist  Con¬ 
vention.  Quite  a  number  of  these  have  been 
seniors,  who  will  go  to  college,  while  some 
will  enter  the  active  duties  of  life,  and  others 
will  return  for  continue^  study,  but  In  every 
case  these  boys  and  girls  will  he  a  blessing  to 
the  world.  Every  year  hundreds  of  mountain 
youths  receive  a  vision  of  the  higher  life  In  theso 
schools. 

It  Is  the  commencement  season  and  It  Is 
about  the  closing  exercises  In  one  of  the  moun¬ 
tain  schools  that  we  wish  to  tell  you.  Fruit- 
land  Institute  Is  situated  three  miles  from  the 
crest  of  the  Blue  Ridge  mountains  of  North  Car¬ 
olina.  It  Is  seven  miles  from  Hendersonville 
and  twenty  miles  from  Asheville,  in  the  heart 
of  the  beautiful  '  Land  of  tho  Sky.”  The  com¬ 
mencement  is  over  and  the  school  hill,  once  so 
full  of  life,  is  now  almost  deserted.  The  bac¬ 
calaureate  sermon  was  preached  by  Dr.  H.  W. 
Provence,  of  'he  faculty  of  Furman  University, 
formerly  of  Mississippi  College.  The  music  re¬ 
cital  and  the  musical  part  of  the  program 
throughout  was  conducted  by  Miss  Elizabeth 
Kethley,  of  Clinton.  Miss.  The  oratorical  and 
expression  contests  were  good,  but  we  shall  not 
go  Into  detail  concerning  these.  At  the  close 
of  the  class  day  exercises,  the  twenty-three 
members  of  the  senior  class,  together  with  the 
large  audience,  gathered  around  the  main  en¬ 
trance  to  the  new  administration  building  to 
see  the  stars  and  stripes  hoisted  to  the  flag 
staff,  where  It  will  call  forth  the  loyally  of  pa¬ 
triotic  souls  for  years  to  rome.  No  school  Is 
more  blessed  than  Fruitland  In  the  loyalty  of 
Its  alumni.  The  alumni  breakfast  was  served 
In  the  dining  room  of  the  girls'  home  the  last 
morning  of  commencement.  The  commencement 
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sermon  was  delivered  by  Dr.  Calvin  B.  Waller, 
i  « lift  u  mm  boat  of  tho 
Baptist  Convention.  His  address  on  "Grass¬ 
hoppers  or  Giants"  was  a  great  appeal  for 
greater  lives.  One  boy  who  was  discouraged 
and  thinking  about  giving  up  the  quest,  could 
not  think  of  giving  up  after  such  an  address. 
This  was  the  general  impression.  After  the  di¬ 
plomas  and  medals  were  presented,  the  good¬ 
byes  were  said  and  the  boys  and  girls  began  to 
leave  for  their  homes,  here  and  there  over  a 
radius  of  a  hundred  miles  or  more 

Dr.  Fred  F.  Brown,  of  Sherman.  Texas.  In 
writing  about  the  mountain  schools,  called  them 
"the  power  houses  of  the  mountains."  Cer¬ 
tainly  they  are  doing  a  wonderful  work  under 
the  superintendency  of  Dr.  A.  E.  Brown.  An 
alumnus  of  our  own  school,  while  conducting 
tho  chapel  exercises  recently,  said.  "Fruitland 
Institute  Is  more  than  a  school."  It  ministers 
to  the  physical,  Intellectual  and  spiritual  needs 
of  Its  students.  The  school  feels  that  It  has 
fnlled  If  a  boy  or  girl  goes  out  from  Its  walls 
who  does  not  know  Jesus  Christ  as  Lord  and 
Master  of  a  surrendered  life.  It  Is  dedicated  to 
the  high  purpose  not  only  of  thorough  scholar¬ 
ship,  but  the  development  of  Christian  charac¬ 
ter. 

“Give  us  men  to  match  our  mountains." 

Now. 

You  remember  as  a  child  how  after  some  as¬ 
signed  work  was  done  you  would  rush  Into  your 
mother's  presence  and  fairly  breathless  you 
would  exclaim.  "Now!"  and  hold  out  your  hand 
for  the  promised  reward.  Life  Is  Just  child¬ 
hood  In  progress  and  so  as  one  duty  Is  finished 
we  mission  workers  rush  Into  the  presence  of 
the  Great  Missionary  and  exclaim.  "Now!"  as 
we  hold  out  our  hands  for  Ills  next  evidence  of 
trust  In  us. 

The  past  year's  work  closed  April  30.  We 
are  now  In  the  midst  of  our  new  responsibilities. 
It  Is  not  so  Important  Just  how  well  we  did  last 
year's  work,  hut  It  Is  tremendously  Important 
what  we  do  with  the  year  before  us.  It  Is  truly 
"The  Imperative  Now."  Peihaps  no  bettor  way 
to  begin  will  he  found  than  to  study  the  meas¬ 
uring  rod  which  is  the  W.  M.  U.  Standard  of 
Excellence.  This  with  the  resolutions  and  new 
Ideas  coming  from  the  May  meeting  In  Ashe¬ 
ville  will  form  a  splendid  basis  for  the  plan  of 
work  In  each  organization  It  will  be  seen  In 
tho  standard  that  honor  rometh  to  those  who 
study  much,  give  proportionately,  help  others 
and  pray  believing  In  the  Union  Year  Book, 
a  free  copy  of  which  will  be  sent  to  each  society 
early  In  July,  many  helpful  suggestions  as  to 
methods  an<|  Ideals  will  be  found. 

Another  help  will  also  be  found  in  attendance 
upon  and  in  reading  the  reports  from  the  var¬ 
ious  missionary  assomtdles  which  are  held  all 
over  the  South  each  summer.  Almost  every  one 
of  the  states  In  the  Southern  Baptist  Convention 
has  u  summer  assembly  and  some  have  two  or 
more  In  different  piyts  of  the  Slate  Write  to 
your  W.  M.  17.  headquarters  for  information  as 
to  the  dates  and  programs  and  try  to  have  your 
society  represented.  From  the  same  address 
information  may  be  had  concerning  the  student 
conferences  and  missionary  assemblies  In  Bins 
Ridge  N.  C„  for  all  denominations,  and  at  Ridge 
Crest,  N.  C..  for  Baptists  primarily.

Cost  of  operating  the  schools  last 
year,  $73,582.00.  Of  thia  amount 
the  Home  Board  paid  $22,500.00. 

The  average  amount  paid  by  the 
Home  Hoard  per  student  Is  about 
fifty  cents  per  month. 

Twenty-two  of  the  schools  have 
land  for  trucking;  on  this,  part  of 
all  the  vegetables  for  the  schools  are 
raised.  The  Spartan  Academy  put 
up  500  gallons  of  tomatoes.  500  gal¬ 
lons  of  beans,  200  gallons  of  fruit, 
harvested  80  bushels  of  peas,  400 
bushels  of  sweet  potatoes,  fattened 
seven  hogs  and  raised  part  of  the 
feed  for  five  cows. 

We  are  prepared  to  allow  only  a 
limited  number  of  pupils  to  work  out 
part  or  all  of  their  expenses.  At 
one  school,  fifty  girls  made  applica¬ 
tion  for  positions  to  work  their  way 
through;  only  fifteen  could  be  ac¬ 
cepted.  Eighty  boys  applied  for 
work,  while  only  nine  could, be  tak¬ 
en.  Provisions  for  this  should  be  In¬ 
creased. 

The  school  at  Murphy  was  discon¬ 
tinued,  and  the  rug  loom  shipped  to 
Kldrldgc  Academy,  Rldrldge,  Ala. 

In  addition  to  Instruction  in  the 
regular  branches.  Instruction  is  giv¬ 
en  in  the  Bible,  missions,  Sunday 
School,  teaeher  training  and  In  B. 
Y.  P.  I'.  The  school,  have  W.  M. 
17.  societies  and  Sunbeam  bands. 

During  the  spring  term  some  of 
the  schools  gont  out  the  students  of 
their  mission  study  classes  to  give 
exercises  in  the  neighboring 
churches

Since  the  beginning  of  the  mouti- 
tailn  schools  they  have  sent  out  350 
preachers,  200  lawyers,  225  doctors.

2.500  public  school  teachers:  3,000 
have  returned  to  the  farms,  900  are 
engaged  in  mercantile  pursuits,  40 
are  at  work  In  banks,  and  18  have 
been  members  of  legislatures.

has  made  gratifying  growth,  particu¬ 
larly  In  the  number  of  named  mem¬ 
orial  funds  The  campaign  has  been 
quietly  conducted  and  the  board  has 
had  only  one  man  engaged  in  the 
service.  However,  the  work  has 
been  pressed  with  vigor,  though  with¬ 
out  a  cumbersome  and  large  agency 
staff  Wpmen  of  the  Woman's  Mis¬ 
sionary  Pnlon  will  take  upon  them¬ 
selves  about  one-third  of  tho  amount 
to  he  raised  for  the  rhureh  building 
loan  fund.  In  fact,  they  have  al¬ 
ready  decided  to  put  It  on  their 
budget.  Dr.  I,.  B.  Warren,  our 
church  extension  superintendent,  has 
been  ably  active  particularly  In  work¬ 
ing  among  the  Baptist  women. 

The  need  of  this  fund  Is  growing. 
Southern  Baptists  have  the  unenvla-, 
ble  distinction  of  having  more  un¬ 
housed  churches  than  any  Christian 
body  In  America.  Orte  of  the  most 
crucial  experiences  of  the  Home  Mis¬ 
sion  Board  comes  In  connection  with 
Its  annual  meeting,  when  the  appro¬ 
priations  for  the  ensuing  year  are 
made.  In  the  urgent  city  from  many 
quarters  In  our  Zion  for  aid  In  erect¬ 
ing  houses  of  worship.  The  number 
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best  to  get  the  convention  to  adopt 
It.  ilo  had  able  assistance  in  the 
person  and  speech  of  John  W.  Ixjwp. 
a  missionary  to  Chiua.  at  present  In 
this  eountry  on  a  furlough.  Dr. 
I<owe  feelingly  presented  the  need  of 
tile  school  for  the  children  of  the 
missionaries  and  Dr.  Lowe  has  six  of 
his  own. 

Hut  the  convention  was  more  in¬ 
terested  in  the  great  underlying 
principle  Involved  than  the  education 
of  Missionary  Lowe's  children,  much 
as  everybody  loves  him.  It  was  not 
a  question  of  sympathy,  but  of  prin¬ 
ciple.  Dr.  W.  M.  Wood,  of  Kentucky, 
was  amply  able  to  defend  the  posi¬ 
tion  he  took  In  his  minority  report 

Instead  of  appropriating  $1,000  to 
a  union  school  annually,  the  minority 
report  recommended  that  the  amount 
allowed  each  missionary's  child  be  in¬ 
creased  so  that  they  can  pay  all  nec¬ 
essary  tuition.  Under  no  circum¬ 
stances  could  this  convention  appro¬ 
priate  the  money  contributed  by 
Southern  Baptists  toward  the  support 
of  an  Interdenominational  institution. 
The  convention  was  growing  nervous 
and  anxious  to  vote.  Missionary 
Buckner,  of  China,  obtained  the  floor 
and  took  the  other  side  of  the  ques¬ 
tion  from  that  of  Missionary  Lowe 
He  said  the  missionaries  themselves 
were  divided  on  this  question — that 
the  entire  proposition  originated  from 
a  deep  and  systematic  movement  to 
overthrow  the  Baptist  work  in  China 

Dr.  I,en  Q.  Broughton,  of  Knox¬ 
ville,  Tenn„  was  the  next  speaker. 
He  urged  the  adoption  of  the  ma¬ 
jority  report  and  the  appropriation, 
but  he  was  on  the  wrong  side  of  the 
question.  Insofar  as  the  temper  of  the 
convention  was  concerned,  and  the 
continual  interruption  was  evidence 
of  the  fact.  Dr.  Broughton  said  that 
he  hesitated  to  speak  for  the  reason 
that  a  row  was  on  and  he  did  not 
like  rows.  Referring  to  the  speech 
delivered  by  Dr.  Buckner,  Dr 
Broughton  said  that  when  .Dr.  Buck¬ 
ner  had  been  brought  face  to  face 
with  the  problem  of  educating  his 
own  children  he  would  make  the 
same  speech.  “We  are  os  afraid  of 
this  bugbear  of  'unionism,'  *’  said 
the  great  preacher.  “If  our  Baptist 
blood  Is  no  thicker  than  that,  our 


thedogy  is  too  thin  to  follow.”  Cries 
of  "no,  no,  no”  greeted  the  remark, 
but  that  did  not  worry  Dr.  Brough¬ 
ton.  and  he  repeated  his  statement 
with  emphasis  and  explanation 
Throughout  his  speech  there  was  In¬ 
terruption  and  audible  comment. 

Dr.  J.  W.  Gtllon,  secretary  of  the 
Tennessee  Convention,  swept  the 
convention  with  his  passionate  appeal 
for  the  minority  report  and  against 
the  •  appropriation.  “We  cannot 
wreck  the  great  principles  of  our  de¬ 
nomination  on  the  rock  of  sympa¬ 
thy.”  said  Dr.  Gillon.  “You  and  I 
hare  to  decide  a  great  question  to¬ 
night  and  we  will  deride  it  right. 
This  entire  scheme  is  engineered  by 
the  greatest  religious  politician  in 
the  world.  To  pass  this  resolution 
would  make  the  Baptists  the  laugh¬ 
ing  stork  of  the  world.  Adopt  the 
majority  report,  and  instead  of  a 
debt  of  $250,000,  you  will  have  a 
debt  at  the  eqd  of  the  present  year 
of  $500,000.” 

The  disorder  was  so  apparent  and 
continuous  at  the  conclusion  that 
President  Burrows  was  moved  to  ex¬ 
claim,  “You  may  imitate  the  Ephes- 
lans,  but  you  cannot  stop  the  discus¬ 
sion  in  that  way.” 

Dr.  John  E.  White,  of  South  Caro¬ 
lina,  was  the  last  speaker.  He  fa¬ 
vored  the  minority  report.  The  vote 
was  taken  and  the  majority  report 
overwhelmingly  defeated.  The  aud¬ 
ience  did  not  wait  for  the  benediction 
but  adjourned  In  great  disorder. 

Sunday  was  a  htgji  day  In  7. Ion. 
All  churches  In  Asheville  were  open¬ 
ed  to  the  convention  except  Catholic 
and  Episcopal.  All  pulpits  were 
filled  morning  and  evening  by  mes¬ 
sengers  to  the  convention.  Several 
Misslsslppians  were  railed  Into  ser¬ 
vice.  At  four  o'clock  in  the  after¬ 
noon  7,000  people  listened  to  Dr. 
Truett,  of  Texas,  at  the  tabernacle. 
Tho  great  throng  wag  powerfully 
moved  under  the  Influence  of  n 
mighty  gospel  sermon.  In  which 
Christ  was  lifted  up  before  the  peo¬ 
ple. 

Monday  Morning.

Of  course  this  has  Its 
fullest  meaning  In  those  who  are 
overtaken,  that  la,  those  who  have 
yielded  to  temptation,  and  those 
who-  have  deliberately  entered  into 
sin  from  choice.  We  are  enjoined  to 
restore  such  an  one,  that  b.  to  make 
■troll*  a*ain.  Bqt  note  this  is  to  be 
done  In  the  spirit  of  meekness, 
while  at  the  same  time  we  are  to 
take  care,  lest  we,  too,  also  be 
tempted. 

Mutual  Helpfulness.- -It  would  be 
well  to  emphasize  this  great  princi¬ 
ple.  The  spirit  of  love  and  ro-op- 
eratlon  Is  much  more  profitable  In 
every  way  to  say  nothin*  of  the  good 
wo  may  be  able  to  do  to  others  In 
Christ's  name.  How  can  we  hear 
one  another’s  burdens?  If  we  dis¬ 
cover  a  brother  in  error,  and  cn- 
*a*ln*  in  practices  unbecoming  a 
follower  of  the  blessed  Master,  In 
love  we  should  approach  him  and 
suggest  to  him  another  course  of 
conduct.  -Now  It  Is  much  more  eas-, 
lly  said  than  done,  but  some  how 
God  leads  one  when  he  fi^on  a  mis¬ 
sion  like  this,  and  It  Is  the  exception 
that  good  does  not  result  rather  than 
harm.  Not  •  everyone  will  listen 
they  did  not  listen  to  the  Master 
Himself,  but  In  a  cou-se  of  this  kind, 
one  certainly  will  cast  his  life’s  ac¬ 
tivities  In  channels  of  service  and 
will  grow  in  grace  by  so  doing.  Hut 
In  so  doing  he  fulfills  the  law  of 
Christ.

When  we 
realize  our  own  strength  to  with¬ 
stand  a  weakness  which  we  see  is 
destroying  the  other  man.  we  at  this 
very  point  stand  In  danger  of  look¬ 
ing  upon  ourselves  as  being  wiser 
and  better  than  other  men.  and  at 
once  begin  to  prescribe  to  them.  In 
a  self-opinionated  way  which  as  a 
rule  will  repel  rather  than  attract. 
"Self-conceit,  as  It  Is  Inconsistent 
with  that  charity  we  owe  to  others, 
so  It  Is  a  cheat  on  ourselves,  and 
there  is  not  a  more  dangerous  cheat 
In  the  world.”  And  so  we  are  ad¬ 
vised.  "Every  man  to  prove  his  own 
works.”  I  think  the  word”  prove" 
la  advisedly  used,  and  no  other  could 
take  it*  place.  For  It  simply  means 
In  Its  root  Idea  “show  to  !«•  good." 
The  better  we  are  acquainted  with 
our  own  natures  and  ways,  the  less 
llablp  will  we  be  to  despise  and  more 
Inclined  to  lend  a  helping  hand  to 
others  under  weaknesses  and  infirm¬ 
ities.  and  this  will  guarantee  In  us 
rejoicing.

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I  same  proportion,  then  It  can  be  un-T 
derstood  something  of  the  great  re¬ 
sponsibility  that  rests  upon  us  in  re¬ 
gard  to  our  conduct  among  those 
with  whom  we  are  dally  associated 
It  Is  an  awful  thing  to  bo  responsi-l 
hie  for  the  eternal  destiny  of  some 
other  soul.  And  here  Is  the  point 
involved  In  the  statement,  every  man 
shall  Ix'sr  Ills  own  burden.  Ills  es¬ 
timate  must  he  made  in  the  sight  of 
I  God  and  not '  in  the  sight  of  men. 
His  life- — every  whit — will  be  weigh¬ 
ed  In  the  true  Balance,  and  his 
worth  determined  by  God's  stand¬ 
ards.  The  judgment  will  he  passed 
not  according  to  what  the  world 
thinks,  nor  what  our  own  opinion 
may  dictate,  but  by  what  we  are 
really  worth  In  the  sight  of  God.  It 
will  he  an  awful  thing  to  be  faced 
In  that  llnal  day  with  something  like 
this.  "Your  suggestion  to  a  man  af¬ 
flicted  with  the  love  of  strong 
drink  overcame  him  and  he  yielded 
to  the  tempter,  and  waa  forever  un- 
tlonc."  Let  the  strong  communicate 
to  the  weak  and  save  him. 

Like  Begeta  Like. — Possibly  there 
was  never  a  more  Inexorable  law 
than  the  one  here  referred  to, 
"whatsoever  o  man  soweth,  that 
shall  he  also  reap."  We  have  exam¬ 
ples  of  that  all  around  us.  How  of¬ 
ten  do  we  see  the  man  who  thinks 
of  nothing  but  eold  dollars  lose 
every  partirle  of  human  sympathy, 
and  even  has  no  ear  for  any  music 
except  that  made  by  the  "rattle  of 
the  dollar  and  jingle  of  the  dime." 
Or  he  may  give  himaelf  over  to  the 
gratification  of  the  carnal  appetites 
and  *o  reap  a  life  of  distress  and  dis¬ 
ease.  And,  too.  so  inexorable  Is  this 
law  that  one's  life  Is  imprinted  on 
his  very  countenance: 

"Conceal  a  sin  within  the  heart, 

As  In  a  darkened  pit; 

The  face  Is  nature's  open  scroll. 

XX'hereon  the  life  Is  writ."

It  has  been  said  that  a  great  many 
lieople  dig  their  graves  wtth  tbelr 
teeth.  And  perhaps  It  Is  a  fact  that 
more  people  die  with  over-eating 
than  with  under-feeding.  Intemper¬ 
ance  is  confined  not  more  to  one 
kind  of  Indulgence  than  to  another, 
though  one  may  be  a  greater  de¬ 
struction  than  another. 

Work  and  Reward. — We  are  all 
often  too  ready  to  give  up.  It  Is 
well  to  take  the  words  of  the  npostle 
to  heart  and  guard  against  this  very 
danger.  We  are  told  as  for  a  reason 
for  persistent  activity  In  well  doing 
that  we  shall  reap  If  we  faint  not. 
The  Master  certainly  taught  us  that 
these  who  are  faithful  will  receive 
the  reward.  Of  courae  there  should 
be  kept  strictly  distinct  In  our  minds 
'he  difference  between  work  for  the 
nke  of  reward,  and  reward  for  the 
sake  of  work.  Though  rewards  are 
delayed,  they  shall  surely  come.  If 
not  In  this  world,  yet  In  the  world 
to  come,  and  will  be  so  great  as  to 
abundantly  recompense  us  in  full  for 
our  pains.

"It  Is  truly  alarming  to  note  the 
frequence  with  which  the  ’’freedom 
of  speech  and  press  is  being  inter¬ 
fered  with  by  mobs  In  our  cities  and 
towns.  The  fact  that  any  American 
citizen  should  by  threats  or  mobs  be 
deprived  of  free  speech  ought  to  meet 
with  stern  resentment  and  solemn 
protest  by  all  the  friends  of  our  gov¬ 
ernment.  Through  all  our  history 
as  a  denomination,  we  have  been  the 
constant  advocates  of  religious  lib¬ 
erty  and  of  freedom  of  speech  and 
press.  We  feel,  therefore,  that  we 
should  be  unworthy  of  our  ancestors 
and  our  heritage  of  free  institutions 
If  when  these  Institutions  are  being 
assailed  we  did  not  speak  out  in  no 
uncertain  terms  against  mob  violence 
by  whomsoever  and  against  whomso¬ 
ever  directed..  In  our  municipalities 
the  city  officers  ought  to  see  to  it 
that  public  speakers  are  protected  in 
the  constitutional  rights  of  free 
speech.  If  the  city  officials  are  un¬ 
able  to  protect  properly  our  citizens 
in  this  right,  the  county  and  state 
and.  If  necessary,  the  national  or 
general  authorities  should  guarantee 
this  protection.” 

The  moment  for  closing  had  ar¬ 
rived.  The  auditorium  was  well 
filled  at  the  hour.  "God  Be  With 
You  Till  We  Meet  Again"  was  sung. 
The  parting  hand  was  given.  Prayer 
was  offered  by  Joshua  Levering,  of 
Baltimore.  Bo  the  largest  conven¬ 
tion  in  the  history  of  the  body  stood 
adjourned.  Fourteen  years  ago  the 
convention  passed  the  thousand  mark. 
At  this  convention  it  passed  the  two 
thousand  mark.

Last  Sunday  (May  1  4  tit  T  was  a 
great  day  with  us  here.  It  was  the 
opening  of  our  new  house  of  wor¬ 
ship.  The  large  congregation  began 
to  gather  long  before  1 1  o’clock  and 
by  11  the  spacious  auditorium  of  the 
building  was  tilled  to  Its  utmost  ca¬ 
pacity,  and  soon  the  entire  building, 
galleries  and  all.  was  crowded. 

The  local  choir  was  assisted  by  the 
Clarke  Memorial  quartet,  the  very 
mention  of  whom  tells  what  sort  of 
music  we  had.  They  are  great!  They 
stir  your  very  soul.  The  pastor 
preached  the  opening  sermon  from 
Isaiah  60:11,  using  as  his  theme  for 
the  occasion,  "The  Church  —  Her 
Prosperity;  How  It  Must  Be  Brought 
About.”  At  the  close  of  the  sermon 
he  called  for  a  freewill  offering  to

It  is  worth  while  to  say  Just  here 
that  it  Is  the  first  public  building  to 
be  erected  within  the  new  county  of 
Walthall.  The  fact  should  suggest  a 
bright  future  for  our  county.  I  feel 
gratefnl  that  It  was  my  privilege  to 
erect  a  church  as  the  first  public 
building. 

Indeed  this  Is  a  county  of  Baptist 
churches,  there  being  thirteen  In  all.
